Mayor Zeigenhein gave out a copy of a 
letter from him to Supply Commissioner 
Meier at 2:30 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, in 
which he said that if the charges made by 
the grandjury against the Commissioner 
a@re well founded, the latter should have 
been indicted. 

He requested the Commissioner to sub- 
mit to him in writing a statement of his 
side of the case. 

Fle said that should the charges prove 

true,

and said he desired to give Mr. Meier an 
cpportunity to reply to the charges before 
branding him as a criminal without a public 
heharing. 

He said the charges were genernl for the 
most part, but that certain specific charges, 
alleging msconduct n the matter cof pur- 
chases had been made wthout mentioning 
the name of the vendor in transac- 
tions. 

The Commissioner replied, saying he 
courted investigation, and promising to sub- 
mit the statement asked by the slayor.

Every citizen of St. Louis wants to know 
what action Mayor Zeigenhein proposes to 
take upon the recommendation of ilie 
grandjury that Supply Commissioner Fred- 
erick C. Meier be removed and that Poiice 
Judge George B. Sidener be investigated. 

Mayor Ziegenhein has not even read the 
report of the grandjury. : 

The charges against two of his appoin- 
tees, which have startled tfie city, made 
by twelve good men and true, have not 
yet reached the Mayor, because he has not 
taken the time to peruse them. 

He gays he has been top busy 
them. 

But the Mayor has changed his mind 
since Monday about talking for publica- 
tion about the report. 

He has decided to talk. He has also de- 
cided that he will take the charges under 
consideration—when he can find time. 

He says so far as he knows no specific 
charges have been made against either 
Supply Commissioner Meier or Police Judge 
Sidener 

The Mayor pleases to call the statements 
of the grandjury “‘insinuations.’’ 

He pays a high tribue to Mr. Meier's fam- 
ily, and intimates that he cannot believe the 
‘insinuations’ are true, because “Mr. 
Meier is such a fine young man.” 

Mayor Zeigenhein was entertaining a dele- 
gation of citizens when the Post-Dispatch 
called upon him Tuesday morning. r

ATTORNEY MAURER WAS MEANT 


He Was Acting Prosecuting Attorney 
When “Noted Criminal’ Re- 
turned to the City. 

In that portion of the grandjury’s report 
relating to the office of the Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney it Was recommended 
that due care be exercised in filling tnat 
Office during the temporary absence of the 
regular incumbent. The report said that 
recently. a noted criminal who had been 
Ziven hours to leave the city had been 
promised that no prosecution would be 

made should he return. 

Col. Richard M. Johnson is at present 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney. He served 
one full term of four years and has served 
two years on his second term. Col. John- 
son has been out of the city a number 
of times since he has been in office. Vari- 
ous lawyers have acted in his place during 
the absences of Col, Johnson. Charles ‘T. 
Fensky, whose office is in the Union Trust 
Building, served part of fhe t®#®ne. Frank 
M. Braden, with offices in the Temple 
Building, has also served. Thomas B. 
Estep, who Col. Johnson succeeded in of- 
fice, has also acted at various times for 
Col. Johnson. 

The last time that Col. Johnson was out 
of town Charles J. Maurer, a lawyer de- 
voting most of his attention to the crim- 
inal practice and having offices in the 
Lincoln Trust Building, acted for Col. 
Johnson. The specific case referred to by 
the grandjury came up while Mr. Maurer 
was acting. The criminal whose return 
was noted was Bernard F. Gregory, allas 
Baron Gruenbaum. He was convicted on 
an idling charge more than a year ago 
and took hours to leave the city, promis- 
ing Chief Desmond that he would not re- 
turn. 

Baron Gruenbaum made quite a bit of 
history during his stay in St. Louis and 
was in jail several times. The first time he 
was charged with taking a-diamond ring 
from George P. Heckel, a member of the 
City Council. The Baron had met the 
Councilman in Chicago and had been in his 
employ. Gruenbaum admitted having pos- 
session of the jewel, but denied that he 
had stolen it. This matter was adjusted 
out of court. Another time he was arrest- 
ed on the charge of passing worthless 
checks on Mrs. Matilda M. Ayres, a florist 
at 315 North Grand avenue. Gruenbaum 
had often before had checks cashed by Mrs, 
Ayres on the representation that he re- 
ceived remittances from home. Those 
checks were always paid. Thé last two 
checks proved to be worthless. Gruenbaum 
declared that he thought them to be good, 

On his promise to leave the city the Baron 
wus permitted to enter a plea of guilty on 
an idling charge and he went to Sedalia. 
Mo. The Baron remained away for a long 
time and then wrote to Mr. Maurer asking 
permission to return. Mr. Maurer who was 
acting for Col. Johnson, wrote to the Baron 
that no prosecution would be brought if he 
returned. A few days after he came back 
he and Harry Nuttall, who was indicted on 
a charge of grafting {n connection with the

were arrested in a room at the South- 
ern Hotel. Nuttall was acquitted at his 
trial. They were taken before Chief Dee- 
mond where the Baron explained why he 
had come back to St. Louis The Chief told 
him that the old execution was still against 
him and that the city was not big enough 
to contain him. Baron Gruenbaum left at 
once and has not since returned. 

‘Mr. Maurer asked me once while he was 
in office if it would be all right to bring 
Gruenbaum back,” éaid Chief Campbell. ‘I 
told him that {t would not be all right. 
I said to Mr. Maurer that never while I was 
Chief of Police should the fe low come back 
if I could prevent it. When he and Nuttall 
were arrested there was found in Gruen- 
baum’s pockets two telegrams signed 
‘Maurer.’ One told him to come back, that 
all was safe. The other said that the 
judgment had been set aside.”

DEFENSE OF Th 
PRISONER IN VAIN 


Mob Hangs a Negro After a 
Figlit at the Jail. 


TWO MEN HIT BY BULLETS. 


LIMB BREAKS AND THE VICTIM 
STRUNG UP TWICE. 


Woman Who Suffered by His Brutal- 
ity Is Said to Have Been in the 
Crowd That Wrested Him 
From Officers. 


BELAIR, Md., March 27.—Lewis Harris, 
the negro who was arrested here day be- 
fore yesterday, charged with a criminal 
assault upon Miss Anne. Mellvain, was 
taken from the jail last night and lynched 
after a brief struggle between the Sheriff 
and the mob, in which two men were 
slightly wounded. 

It had been expected that an attempt 
would be made to hang Harris yesterday 
when he was to have been brought up for 
a hearing, but the hearing was postponed 
until to-day and everything seemed so 
quiet last night that the suspicions of the 
Sheriff were allayed. Shortly before mid- 
night it was announced that a mob was 
on its way from Aberdeen, a neighboring 
village, and a general movement toward 
the jail took place. 

Soon about. 20 men appeared, some of 
whom were masked, and an attack upon 
the jail began. A fusillade of shots were 
exchanged between the Sheriff and his 
deputies on the one hand, and the mob 
on the other, resulting in the wounding 
Of Robert L. Bull of this place, and one 
of the crowd from Aberdeen, whose name 
could not be learned. 

Bull was shot In the shoulder and the 
other man in the hand, neither wound seri- 
ous. The jail door was finally forced and 
Harris was taken owt. While in the hands 
of the mob he exclaimed: 

r If I — it, men, 1 was drunk and didn’t 
now what was about. I have n rec- 
Ollection of it.’’ pore mee 

The mob hustled ‘him to a neighboring 
dooryard, in which stood a large poplar tree, 
and placing a noose around his neck, flung 
the other end of the rope over a limb. As 
he was hoisted from the ground, the limb 
upon which the unfortunate wretch was 
suspended snapped short and Harris fell 
to the ‘ground. He was lifted up again, 
moaning and groaning, and quickly hanged 
a second time. Several shots were fired 
into the body, the loose end of the rope 
was tied to a gate post and the corpse 
left hanging until this morning, when it 
was taken down.

Both men were very much 
excited and spoke with vehemence and 
with arms shaking commenced to advance 
toward each other.

FAILED TO TURN THE FLANK. 


REINFORCEMENTS POURING INTO 
THE BRITISH CAMP BY EVERY 
TRAIN FROM THE COAST. 


England Realizes That the War Is Not 


Over and That There May Be 
Still Much Hard Fighting 
for Her Armies. 


LONDON, March 27.—Reconnoissances of 
slight importance continue to »e the only 
feature of the war in South Africa. Lord 
Roberts wires to the War Office as follows: 
.“BLoemfontein, Monday, March 26.—Capt. 
Sloane-Stanley of the Sixteenth Lancers, 
was slightly wounded in an affair of out- 
posts, north of the Modder River, March 
25.”’ 

This bare statement is all that comes 
from the commander-in-chief. 

A dispatch from Bloemfontein dated Mon- 
day, March 26, and published in the second 
edition of the Times, amplifies “ord Rob- 
ert's dispatch as foliows: 

) A cavaliry reconnaissance was made yes- 
terday tokards Brandfort. The Sixteenth 
dancers, by skirmishing, drew the Boers 
‘from their. position into the open, when the 
Ninth Lancers attempted to outflink the 


jenemy while they were engaged from the 
/front by a dismounted section 20f the Six- 


teenth Lancers. Our casualties ere 
ported to be few. ‘ 

Re-enforcements for Lord Roberts are 
pouring in by train every day and the offi- 
certs believe the advance to Pretoria will 
begin in two weeks. 

Until his troops are all here, it would be 
unsafe for Lord Roberts to move as mobile 
bands of Boers, still swarming within a few 
miles of bis camp, would seriously threaten 
his long line of communications. 

Every regiment that can possibly be 
spared from other points has been ordered 
here. Trains are now running to Port 
Elizabeth, and the new troops can all be 
brought here without delay. 

Spenser Wilkinson, in the Morning Post 
to-day, warns the public against blinding 
themselves fo the magnitude of the task 
which has yet to be performed in South 
Africa. He then refers to the fact that an 
immense distance has to be traversed, and 
points out that only the smaller portion of 
the Free State has yet been touched by 
the British advance. 

“It is quite possible,”’ he says, ‘‘that the 


Boers may be able to prolong the Compeign 
for several months, and the British ad- 
vance, though it must have a crushing ef- 
fect, can be carried on only by the _ per- 
sistent exertions of those in the field and 
those at home. 

“Another task which does not appear to 
grow easier on nearer acquaintance is the 
settlement of the districts disturbed by re- 
bellion. The pacification of these must be 
difficult, owing to their vast extent. Little 
can be done until Sir Alfred Milner is 
authorized to announce the Government's 
decision as to how rebels should be treated 
and how loyal colonists are to be compen- 
sated for losses. 

The strength of the Boers in the finai 
campaign in the Transvaal is estimated by 

beervers at 16,000, but these figures 
are ghunideted too low by the military au- 
thorities here. They assume that President 
Kruger will have 30,000 burghers in arms 
for the pemting in the last ditch. This offi- 
cial estimate is not based upon the census 
or the election returns, but provides a more 
impressive background for the British ap- 
erations with an army of 200,000 men. 

A dispatc from aseru, Basutoland, 
dated March 2, says: 

“The Basutoland Government is busy col- 
lecting natives to be employed at Bloem- 
fontein in repairing and taying railroads. 
The natives report that the ree Staters on 
the boarders of Bastuoland have refused to 
«o to Kroonstad and are staying on thelr 
farms, as it is now the plowing season and 
they are inclined to keep their land and 
submit rather than give it up and fight.” 

Boer reports from Natal show no devel- 
ments of importance have occurred there 
up to March 23. A dispatch from the Boer 
camp at Glencoe dated March 3 says: 

“No attack Is expected to be made on the 
Boer forces in Nata'. Gens. Botha and 
Moyer @ave been joined by their wives. Pre- 
coriue ith a patrol got between an ad- 
vanee guard of Lamcers and ita main body 
March 22. One Lancer, who refused to sur- 
render, was shot. 

“Gen. Botha denies the re

BEER INSPECTION 


Constitutionality of Statute May Be 
Questioned by Criminal Proceed- 
ings, but Not by Injunction.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 27.—The. 
State Supreme Court in banc met to-day and | 
denied rehearings in the St. Louts election 
case and the State beer inspection case. This 
makes final disposition of these two cases. | 
The Nesbit election law stands as consti- | 
tutional and legal, as declared in the de- 
cision of this court, and the beer inspection 
law is in force, as declared in the opinion of 
the court holding that the constitutionality 
of the law cannot be raised in injunction 
proceedings, but must be raised in criminal | 
proceedings, 

Since the decision of the Supreme Court 
declaring the beer inspeétion law in force, 
many brewers over the Statet have in part 
or positively refused to pay the inspection 
fee. This is true of the Capito] Brewing 
Company of this city. Inspector Kenamore 
in carrying out the provisions of the law | 
will doubtless be compelled to prosecute 
the brewers in order to collect the revenue, | 
and this will bring the validity of the law.

The Missouri Supreme Court Settles a 
Controversy. | 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, ‘Mo., ‘March 27.—The 
Supreme Court this morning in an opinion 
by Judge Valliant re-established an im- 
portant point as to the beginning and end- 
ing of the fiscal year. In this decision the

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FLEADING INCOMPETENCE. 


Police officials explain to the Grandjury that “one of the 
causes of crime is what is known as criminal suggestion and 
that the detailed description of crime is almost certain to be 
followed by similar crimes.”’ 

This is too bad. But if the crimes are not made public how 
are the police to know of them? 

When police officials wait for private citizens to work up 
cases and collect evidence the atmosphere becomes full of sug- 
gRection not altogether calculated to inspire confidence in police 
administration. To complain of publicity is to plead incompe- 
tence as justification.

The report is an indictment of the city departments 
touched upon by the grandjury. It rounds out the indictment 
of the entire municipal administration for corruption and 
incompetence made by the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of bribery 
in the Municipal Assembly and engineers’ licenses, of payroll 
stuffing and contract jobs. 

But the report lacks the specific indictment of offenders. 
It is a confession of failure on the part of the grandjury and 
in law enforcement—a confession which has become stale from 


repetition. © 

In essence. therefore, the report is a confession and appeal 
to the people. All efforts to reform the municipal government 
through executive action and law enforcement have failed. 
The ballot box is the sole remaining hope. 

Conditions are rotten ripe for popular reform. The mat- 


ter is referred to the people of St. Louis. What will they do 
about it?

On the way to St. Louis the Detroit 
players claim to have heard strange stories 
about Stewart. He was to have brought 
12 men here. 

he St. Louls managers guaranteed him 
transportation from Detroit to St. ru.s 
and return for.12 men and $% for expenses. 

Instead of bringing 12 men Stewart sold 
one of the raliroad tickets and came On 
with only 11-players. 

This incident and other things made h!s 
fellow players suspicious of him, and soon 
after their arrival here they notified Treas- 
urer Frank Kinsella of the St. Lou's Asso- 
ciation not to pay Stewart $90.

COURT OF APPEALS SO DECIDED 


Lower Courts Sustained in the Man- 
damus Proceedings of Ida B. Peck 
vs. Sewer Commissioner. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals affirmed 
the ruling of the lower court Tuesday in 
awarding a writ of mandamus to Ida B. 
Peck against Sewer Commissioner Edward 
A. Herrmann, commanding him to connect 
the petitioner’s house with the public sewer 
running near it. 

The petitioner applied to the Sewer Com- 
missioner last year for the privilege of 


had just constructed. She was denied the 
permission and she applied for a writ of 
mandamus, which was issued. 

The Commissioner appealed, holding that, 
as the petitioner was indebted to the city 
under a special tax bil] for the construc- 
tion of a district sewer, he was justified in 
withholding from her the use of the said 
sewer until she should pay the debt. 

But the Court of Appeals declares that, 
as the debt in question was really to the 


contractor, the Sewer Commissioner, in re- 
fusing the petitioner sewer connections 
on account of it, Was sim@ply trying to en- 
force the payment of a private debt.
